Conftitutions, the Depravity of our Wills \'and A4fﬀettions, 
the Obſcarity of onr Under ftanding, and the Weakneſs of 
our Tudgments.,: The Curſe ow our Original Parents for 
their Tranſzreſſion at the beg inning ſeems ſtill to lye heavy on 
our Shoulders, and tells ns plainly, That Sorron and Sweat,

Thorns and Thiſtles, Life and Error, ave inſeperable. But 
yer There 1s @ difference betiveen the Errors of  Natare, 
contra voluntatem, ' and the Errors of Prattice, introduced 
by Cuftom and Diſcipling.
